Every year improvements havi 
jcen made but this season the place hub 
been beautified more than ever. Mr. Ben 
duro says that the city of the dead hai 
grown more rapidly in proportion thai 
the city ol the living. This is because o 
the many persons from out of the citj 
who are buried in Greenwood. There are 
a great many cemeteries around the coun- 
try which have been abandoned and are 
not cared for and people have the remains 
of the friends disinterred and brought 
here for burial because they know that the 
place will always be kept as it is now. 
The company is incorporated under the 
laws of the state and it is impossible to 
sell any of the land for any other than 
that for burial purposes. Eighty per cent 
of the money which is realized from the 
sale of lots in the cemetery goes toward 
making improvements in the place and 
the other twenty per cent is put in a sink- 
ing fund. 
This fund hus accumulate to 


quite a sum and when the times comes 
that lots are no longer sold the interest 
from this fund will awlays keep up the 
improvements in the place.

Th« Grout Financier 1'aid Excessive Price* 


for 'I hem. 


"Shrewd as Jay Gould was in every 


branch of finance," a flower merchant 
said to me the other day, "he. had no 
idea whatever of the -value of orchids 
—his great hobby. The old orchid col- 
lection up at Irvington has mn dc-wi_ 
now, but during-Gould's lifetime it was 
ono of the finest in the world. The 
amount of money that had been spent 
on it, however, was enormous. Care- 
ful, consultative buying- by an orchid 
expert would ha-sc. gathered it together 
at almost a f radian of the sum actually 
pnid out. 
Many exquisite and rare va- 


rieties were numbered in it, it is true, 
but an excessive price was paid for tlie 
most of them. 


"The old financier's vs ays in this were 


well known, and people with fine or- 
chids to sell seldom failed to giet the 
sum they asked. Actually, he used to 
pay as much as ¥30 at times for orchids 
tliat were hardly worth a quarter of 
that. In London he had agents con- 
stantly on the lookout for rare plants 
•of this species, and he paid Uiem prices 
that they couid have obtained nowhere 
else."

DESTRUCTIVE LIGHTNING. 


Strokes That Have Resulted In EnormoM 


Loss or Life. 


The most dertructivc strokes of light- 


ning have been those which ha^ e caused 
explosions. 
There ha-\e been several 


notable instances of accidents of this 
kind. Thus, on August 18, -869, says 
the Danger Commercial, the tower of 
St. Nazaire, at Brescia, was struck by 
lightning. In a large \aultbeneath the 
tower lay an immense quantity of gun- 
powder. This immediately exploded; 
a sixth part of the w hole city of Bresci J 
was destroyed, while not a single build- 
ing escaped damage. 
The stones of 


the tower were fluns; up into the air 
and carried by the force of the ex- 
plosion to immense distances. The num- 
ber of persons killed was 3,000. In an- 
other case, the fortress of Luxcmbuig, 
in which again there was stored a gi"nt 
quantity of gunpowder, was struck by 
lightning. The explosion that followed 
i educed, the whole of the lower town 
to a heap of ruins. In this instance. 
«ome of the stones composing the fort- 
less were hurled 1o a distance of close 
on three miles. Again, in November. 
.3."0, the church of St. John, in the 
Island of JJhodes, which was used as a 
powder maga/ine, wh.ch struck in tf-e 
same way. The church and the houses 
in the neighboihod were destroyed, and 
more than 200 dead bodiei were discov- 
ered among the debris.
